SYSTEMATIC  TREAT  MjLIT  OF  SEWER  RATS, 


In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Pood  memo  l/R/3689  the  sewers  of 
the  district  were  systematically  baited  and  poisoned  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  year. 

The  following  la  briefly  the  procedure  that  tree  adopted;  •• 

With  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Surveyor  a  Hat  was 
prepared  of  all  the  sewer  manholes  and  these  were  then  made  up  into 
routes  and  divided  into  five  districts.  All  the  preparatory  work 
being  done,  the  Surveyor  placed  two  labourers  at  our  disposal  end 
these  commenced  work  on  the  18th  September*  Each  manhole  had  to 
be  inspected,  cleaned  out  if  necessary  and  if  there  were  no 
benchings,  speoial  trays  fixed  so  that  bait  could  be  deposited 
easily  and  quickly*  Before  replacement  the  covers  were  well 
greased,  so  that  the  work  could  proceed  smoothly  and  quickly* 

The  system  of  baiting  and  poisoning  commenced  a  week 
afterwards  on  the  25th  September,  The  method  adopted  was  to  bait 
with  sausage  rusk  on  the  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday. 

Bait  which  had  been  eaten  was  replaced  with  a  larger  quantity  so 
that  as  many  rats  as  possible  were  attracted  to  the  baiting  point. 

On  the  fifth  day,  Friday,  a  poison  bait  was  laid  in  adequate 
q  uantity  consisting  of  sausage  rusk  to  which  had  boon  added  5 £ 
of  Zinc  Phosphide  as  the  poison.  On  the  following  day,  the  • 
manholes  were  again  examined  and  a  note  made  of  the  amount  of 
poison  bait  consumed. 

Concurrently  with  this  systematic  baiting  and  poisoning  a 
record  was  being  kept  at  our  request  by  the  Sewage  Works  Manager 
of  the  number  of  dead  rats  which  he  found  on  hl3  screens  at  the 
works.  Whilst  this  would  not  give  a  true  representation  of  the 
number  of  rats  poisoned,  we  thought  it  would  be  an  indication  or 
index  as  the  work  proceeded.  Many  dead  rats  will  never  arrive  at 
.the  Sewage  Works  for  many  and  varied  reasons,  particularly  by  dying 
in  portions  of  disused  sewers  and  drains  which  are  now  dry  and  have 
been  and  still  are,  ideal  breeding  places  for  these  pests. 

Each  of  the  five  sections  were  similarly  dealt  with  until 
all  manholes  had  had  poisoned  bait  laid  and  tin  result  recorded. 


When  section  5  had  been  completed  certain  manholes  on  those 
portions  of  sewers  which  had  proved  badly  infested,  were  again 

jrebsdtod,  but  this  time  with  brsad  mash  using  20#  barium  carbonate 
as  the  poison,  *. 


The  foregoing  treatment  was  carried  out  by.  Inspector  Ellis 

and  two  labourers.  The;  number  of  visits  to  .the  4TS.  manholes  was 
approx.  2; COO  and  judging  by  the  number  of  poison  baits  taken,  the 
number  of  rats  killed,  must  be  very  large  and  this '-will  undoubtedly 
have  beneficial  repercussions  throughout  the  town.  This  is  .thee,, 
first  time  that  a  systematic  and  thorough  process  of  extermination 
has  been  put  into  operation  in  Leek  against  these  destructive 
vermin,  and  the  results  achieved  lead  me  to  hope  that  by 
occasional  follow-up  treatment  of  the  sewers  together  with  efficient 
treatment  of  other  rat  infestation-  in  the  district,  the  rat 
population  in  out 
figure .
